Carpenter, City Veterinary of this city 
and executive officer of the Oakland 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, declares that Oakland now 
faces a serious crisis, owing to the 
decimation of the vagrant cat, and the 
consequent alarming increase of the 
omnivorous, gnawing and destroying 
rat, 


CANS THE CAUSE', 


Owing to the air'-tight garbage cans 


now employed in the Modern Athens, 
according to Dr. Carpenter, who speaks 
from a wide feline and extensive rb- 
dential "experience, the 
magnificent 


city facing the Golden Gate, with al- 
luring potentialities in art, literature, 
commerce and all -which makes for the 
highest in Twentieth Century achieve- 
ment, is liable, unless prompt and ef- 
fective steps are taken to avert the 
catastrophe, to go down into history 
as a town where the most common ex- 
pression heard on the boulevards is 
"Rats!" 


WEARY WILLIE FELINE. 


Dr. Carpenter stands as the staunch 


defender of the "Weary Willie" type 
of feline, the humble vagrant cat, who 
has 
been well nigh homeless, and 


who is now facing starvation owing to 
the regulation enforcing the use of 
air-tight garbage cans in Oakland, and 
he declares that this imminent catas- 
trophe overshadows all other consid- 
erations at this time In which the In- 
cinerating Company of Oakland is a 
factor. 


Unless the citizens come to . the 


timely rescue of the despised tramp 
feline, who prowls at large, slinking 
Into dark corners and scaling 
back 


fences," seeking that which ..he may de- 
vour, then the vaunted pride. of the 
city beyond'-the canal will be certain 
to. fall before an invafling horde of ro- 
dents likely to sweep all before _theni 
The rat-infested castle of the ^"Pris- 
oner of Chillon" will not be a circum- 
stance, urges Dr. Carpenter (who is 
not an' alarmist), if Immediate -provi- 
sion is not made for the outcast cat 
which catches the cast-o'ut rat. 


STARVING CATS. 


"Oakland "now faces a condition in- 


atead of a theory, in this cat business,". 


said Dr. Carpenter, "and the half-wild 
cats, which are the ones which do the 
business for the rats, are being starv- 
ed off so -fast that the rodents, under 
present conditions, are increasing at 
an alarming rate in Oakland. At this 
time ,of year many people leave for 
the country, and the outside cats? In 
contradistinction to the sleek and pet- 
ted in-door felines, are left to shift 
lor themselves. 
In the. use of air- 


tight garbage cans the main source of 
sustenance of the .wandering cat is 
eliminated, resulting in the starvation 
of hundreds of cats of this type. 


USING CHLOROFORM. 


"Our society is 
constantly being 


called upon to chloroform such unfor- 
tunate animals, and yesterday Patrol- 
man Arthur Liese had to make away 
with eight felines. Residents 
whose 


sympathies are aroused by the plain- 
tive distress of cats lingering about 
houses forsaken for the summer have 
in some instances fed them, but 
ID 


many, more instances the unattached 
felines, deprived by the corporation 
of thij daily provender formerly sup- 
plied by the open garbage can. ar« 
perishing. Scores of cats are found 
dead. 
-

INCREASE IN RATS. 


"Meanwhile there has been a great 


increase in the rat population. 
Many 


persons have informed, me how plen- 
tiful the rodents are becoming. 
The 


reason is that the vagrant cat makes 
a great ratter. But he cannot sit at 
the hole and watch for the rat, because 
the fierce pangs of hunger oblige him 
to forage, which would not be the case 
were he fairly 
well 
provided for 


through the garbage cans. 


J'The argument might Indeed be of- 


fered, 'Why .don't the cat catch the 
rat?' But in their weakened condi- 
tion they can't tussle with a big rat. 
Such cats are naturally on the aunt 
for something to eat, and they lay 
about a house in hopes of getting pro- 
vender. A cat won't -.lie in wait for 
rats as he would if he had something 
in his stomach.

figure Is a tray upon which rest three 
rrayer-sticks 


The smoke is inhaled by the petitioner 


and then is emitted between the lips 
and in leaving the smoker passes ove- 
the prayer-sticks and thus becomes a 
plea to the deity of the upper and lower 
world for rain

A 19-year-old boy started the trou- 


ble. He got into a fight and was be- 
ing worsted when a friend ran to hie 
home and warned the fighter's 16- 
year-old, brother. 
The latter loaded 


up two revolvers and sallied forth. 
Approaching 
the crowd which had 


gathered to witness his brother's dis- 
comfiture, the youngster unlimbered 
both revolvers and fired. One man in 
the crowd fell and the rest scattered. 
He then beat his brother's opponent 
over the ,head and wounded him with 
another shot 


By this time the crowd had plucked 
up courage and rushed back. 
The 


shooter calmly1 boarded a wagon and 
forced the owner to drive away while 
•he sat on the rear end shooting at his 
.pursuers. Several of them tired back 
and the police were astonished that 
several persons were not killed. 


The boy's ammunition soon ran out. 


He was dragged from the wagon and 
the crowd was trampling him under 
foot when the police arrived. Knives 
were drawn by the infuriated Italians 
and even after the police had sur- 
rounded the boy's prostrate form they 
had to batter many heads. Nearly a

SEEKS TO ESTABLISH RIGHT TO 


LAND IN CENTER OF 


NEJW YOKE, June 15.—Seeking to 


establish her claim to a $20,000,000 
estate which includes a tract a mile 
and a half long and a half mile wide 
through the heart of the city of Que- 
bec and eight acres of the famous 
Plains of Abraham, Mrs. Caroline 
Lambert Campbell, wife of William A. 
Carhpbell, an assistant superintendent 
of Soho'ols in Brooklyn, has en-gaged 
counsel to push her case in the Do- 
minion courts. The property was es- 
cheated for three generations by the 
British government in 1760. 


In 1887 the privy council refused a 


joint application from representative.s 
of the Catholic Church, the Church of 
England and the citizens of Quebec 
asking that $150,000 held by the Brit- 
ish government and collected as rent- 
al should be equally divided between 
the 
two churches in Quebec. The 


privy council with the assent of Queen 
Victoria decided that the heir would 
in time appear and that the .property 
and its usufruct from the time the de- 
cree of escheat terminated in 1S65 be- 
longed to the heirs of Louis Joseph 
La.mbert, who gave largely of his vast 
fortune to the French- in the French 
and Indl.v.i War. When the English 
conquered he was deprived of his es- 
tates and those of his wife, the Dem- 
oiselle Genevieve de Viileray, who in- 
herited .130 acres in Quebec City from 
her father.

Campbell claims • descent from 


Augustine Lambert with whose life 
the escheat ended. He had removed 
to the United States and after"his de- 
mise some of the heirs tried but fail- 
ed to recover the property. It is said 
by Mrs. Campbell that the estate is 
entailed so the most she hopes to se- 
cure is a life interest. On her death 
the claim passes to her first cousin, 
Henry Lambert president of the GranS 
Avenue National Bank of Kansas City, 
who makes his home in St. Louis, Mo.

Among the -communications seriously 


considered was one from Local No. 44 of 
Journeymen Plumbers, Gas -and .Steam 
Fitters, of Oakland, .(affiliated with.-ihe 
local and State Building Trades Council, 
protesting against. the appointment•" "as 
sanitary inspector-, of- any. one who was 
unable to pass an examination provided 
in the ordinance now, in force in the city, 
whereby all persons ' acting as master 
plumbers or journeymen plumbers are 
required to , register and submit to" such 
examination. The communication speci- 
fied no one by name, .but it was evidently 
aimed at N. W. Don ton. the newly ap- 
pointed assistant inspector; who i£ not 
a plumber. The health officer, Dr. Ed- 
ward N. Ewer, explained) however, that 
aside from the Inspecting of plumbing 
appliances, there was enough work to be 
done by the health office to keep a non- 
plumber inspector busy. 
He further 
stated the regular sanitary Inspector, 6.. 
F. Gammet and the assistant Inspector, 
E. J. Smith, are both plumbers. 
The secretary was BO instructed to 
s^ite in his reply to the communciation. 
There was also a communication'- from 
eighteen residents and property '-owners 
on Grove .and Twenty-third istreets, :iiear 
the "pickle factory," on Grove street be- 
tween Twenty-second and Twenty-third 
streets. 
The property has passed into 
the hands of an Oaklander by tho name 
of Franke, who proposes to continue the 
business of manufacturing pickles.

was a 
protest 
against Franke's being permitted to do so. 
The matter was dropped, however, 
upon the board's attention being called 
to the fact that the health office had 
already notified FrsnJce that the city 
ordinance would not permit him' to con- 
tinue the business, which had previously 
been carried on at that place. 
But the communication which threat- 
ened" for a time to get the members of 
the board into a snarl was from the 
Backus Heating people in San Francisco. 
The communication was directed, how- 
ever, not to the Board of Health, but. to 
the Building Inspector, who was in doubt 
as tp whether he should issue to the firm 
a permit to install their heating appara- 
tus. He had passed the communication 
up to the Board of Public Works, and the 
Board fit Public Works had passed it up 
to the Board of Health. They were for 
a time seriously thinking of passing a 
resolution to the effect that all gas heat- 
ers, ventilated or uriventilated, are, from 
a sanitary point of view, bad. and that 
the Backus Heater is probably no worse 
than the others. The board finally passed 
the communication up to the health officer, 
Dr. Ewer, without Instructions, save 
what he may have gathered from the 
debate.

Although the 
schools have In many Instances been 
made mere university training schools, 
educators opposed to the system have 
held that not more than 6 or 10 per cant 
ot those who enter the schools attend 
the universities after graduating It aaa 
also been held 'that the disproportion 
between the number who enter and who 
graduate is out of all reason, and due 
primarily to the , standards' set by the 
authorities of the State University based 
on the theory that university work is 
the .aim of .all .who enter High.

This 
was done about two years ago.

that time-the interests behlndthe great 
project of constructing 1250 miles of rail- 
road between Salt Lake City and San 
Francisco have seen the necessity of al- 
tering many of the original provisions. 
."We decided," said Jeffery, "to make 
amendments and additions which will 
make a firmer bond and better security." 
The Denver and Rio Grande guaran- 
tees the Interest but not the principal of 
»C?e..'W?sterrl Paciflc bonds. Jeffery said 
that this guarantee was not changed, nor 
had this matter any connection with the 
alterations to be made in the mortgages. 
Tha first mortgage was drawn up by 
Gould lawyers; but the. one to be substi- 
tuted was devised, in collaboration wittt 
Gould interests, -by three law firms rep- 
resenting the ' underwriting syndicate 
among them being Guthrie.

The University Handicap. 


In another column we reprint an article from the Sacramento 


Union dealing with the influence of the State University of the High 
Schools., It appears that only I in 4j4 of the pupils who enter the 
High Schools finally graduate therefrom and that only one in three 
of those who graduate enter the University; yet the curriculum and 
standards of scholarship in the High Schools,are arranged solely with 
a view to the graduates taking a -university course, presumably at 
Berkeley. 


The Union is asking if it is worth while. It is inclined to ques- 


tion the policy of making tfie High Schools mere preparatory ad- 
juncts of the State University. It is disposed to believe that the 
popular usefulness of the High Schools is not being, defeated by the 
control exerted oi>er them by the University faculty, who can see that 
they have no other aim than to prepare grammar school students for 
« University course. Out of 9743 boys and girls who enter the fresh- 
man class of the High Schools only 650 ever rrtatriculate .at the State 
University. Is it to achieve this result that the High Schools are 
maintained? 
- 
; 


Were not the High Schools, originally instituted" to furnish an 


intermediate course higher than the grammar school and lower than 
the college rather than,to prepare students for university? Have not 
the High Schools a mission in the sphere of popular education entire- 
ly distinct from university training? If they have not, then the fact 
that only one in fifteen of the pupils who enter them ever matriculate 
at the University suggests that they ought to have. • The training in 
them should not be entirely dominated and directed by the idea that, 
the mass of High School graduates aje to enter the University. 
Education is of different kinds and degrees. It serves different pur- 
poses for different people and its character and scope should meas- 
urably fit the purpose it is intended to serve. It is obvious that it is 
useless to prepare students for the University who never propose to 
take a university course and whose places and callings in society ren- 
der such preparation useless and absurd. The courses of study should 
be arranged with a view tc serving the needs and life pttrposes of the 
great majority of students rather than the desires of a small minority. 
Under the present system a dozen students are passed over uncon- 
sidered that the High School may be made subservient to the wishes 
of the thirteenth. 


And this is not the worst of it. In prescribing the courses of 


study for the High Schools the University professors dictate as to 
what text books shall be used. This power is used to promote a sys- 
tem of imposition generally designated as "graft." 
Parents are 


systematically bled to line the pockets of professors who compile— 
convenient term—text books and publishers who print them. The 
community of interest between text book compilers in the State Uni- 
versity and book publishers has put leeches on the back of every 
parent who sends his children to the High School. This blood suck- 
ing is increasing year by year, and is having the natural effect of keep- 
ing many children with poor parents from the High School. Not a few 
parents reason that it is not worth while to allow themselves to be, 
bled in the purchase of comparatively useless text books that their 
children may be prepared for a University which they do not propose 
to enter. 


The influence of the University on the High Schools is deleterious 


in other respects. We see it in the frat societies and the aping of 
college ways and fashions which call for expenditure and-create fric- 
tion and factions. The incidental expense of giving a child a High 
School course is steadily mounting up, with the natural result that 
purse-pride is sapping the democratic spirit which should prevade the 
public schools. 


William L. Wilson's old district in-West Virginia .has again elect- 


ed a Democrat to Congress. The district was always a close one, even 
in the days when West Virginia was a secure Democratic State, but 
the personal popularity of Mr. Wilson enabled him to carry it election/ 
after election till his party met with overwhelming disaster after the 
passage of the Wilson-Gorman tariff bill. • Since then the Martinsburg 
district has been safely Republican. At the last.regular election the 
Republican nominee was elected by 2300 plurality, but his appoint- 
ment to the Federal bench necessitated holding another election to 
choose his successor, which resulted in the election of a Democrat by 
2000 plurality. The lucky man is Thomas W. Davis, brother _of the 
,late Democratic candidate for Vice-President)(a millionaire 77 year? 
of age. There was money to burn in the canvass. Mr. Davis says 
he will not be a candidate for re-election. 


It seems that negroes are not the only ones who criminally as- 


sault white women in the South. The Atlanta Journal of June 8th 
contains an account of the arrest on the same day of two white men 
for indecent assaults on two different white women in that city. Strange 
to say there was no gathering of mobs, no heated editorials expatiating 
on the necessity, of protecting the honor and virtue of white women. 
\Varrants were sworn out and the men arrested without any fuss or 
popular demonstration of any kind. The local newspapers treated 
the occurrences quite as ordinary news matter of secondary import- 
ance. Is it the color of the skin of the criminal that makes the crime 
of rape so heinous to our Southern friends? At any rate when a 
white man perpetrates the offense there is not the popular passion and 
commotion that are exhibited when a negro is the offender. 


Broadway and Fourteenth Streets 


The rapidly increasing congestion of traffic at the ^intersection of 


Broadway and Fourteenth streets is enforcing itself upon -public atten- 
tion in a disagreeable way. Nearly all the car lines of the city center at 
that point, and'in the busy hours of the day pedestrians are constantly 
dodging the procession of cars and vehicles in a most startling way. 
When tiie Fourteenth street cars get to running down Webster street 
the congestion will be materially increased, because these cars will 
cross Broadway at right angles with the steady procession of cars 
going north and' south. The population -served by the Oakland Trac- 
tion system is growing at a rapid rate, necessitating the employment 
of more cars, particularly on the. north :and south lines. All these 
lines debouch from Broadway at Fourteenth street. The situation 
•with respect to vehicles is nearly as' bad. 
They must either pass 


through the press at the junction of Broadway and Fourteenth or make 
long; detours during the busiest 'time of the. day. The cars and gen- 
eral traffic of San Pablo, Grove street, Sixteenth i street, Telegraph 
avenue/Piedmont avenue and Oakland avenue pours in a steadily 
swelling stream into Broadway over' the Fourteenth street ^crossing. 
This condition will soo'n be calling for a remedy, which will not be 
forthcoming perhaps till the community has been shocked by a series 
of dreadful accidents. The traction company is not to.iblame for the 
congestion, for the bottling up of Washington street prevents the 
egress of cars going north from that thoroughfare, while the dangers 
of the old double curve out of Washington'across., iSan Pablo and 
Telegraph avenues and into upper Broadwa'y:;made its, abandonment 
an urgent necessity, Relief from congestion must come from making 
new outlets. The problem is made more difficult1 by the fact that the 
narrow gauge steam line, deflects practically all the traffic cocaing down 
Webster and Franklin streets, turning it-into Broadway at Fourteenth. 
The wise men of the city will soon have to grapple with the conges- 
tion problem because its perilous significance cannot be indefinitely 
ignored. 
Certain phases and conditions of municipal life compel con- 


sideration, and the situation at Fourteenth and Broadway is-one that 
must be considered. It is a growing menace to life and limb and a 
stumbling block to progress.. 
. 


Bathing has been boycotted, in Goldfield, Nevada because the 


price of a bath has been fixed at $2 per. 'The water rates were raised 
fifty per cent and the bath house proprietors promptly raised their 
price from 75 cents to $2—an advance of 166 per cent. Why it was 
necessary to raise the price of baths 166 per cent to make good an 
advance of fifty per cent in the water rates" will puzzle a''good many 
who do not understand the arithmetic of a Nevada mining camp.

very robbery. Moreover, Zimmerman is a professional criminal,, mak- 
ing no pretense of pursuing a legitimate avocation. 


Why, 
then, should the jury hesitate? It is one of the baffling 


puzzles of the jury.system. It appears that ten of the jurymen were 
convinced of the man's guilt from the start. After the lapse of twelve' 
hours the eleventh man was convinced. It took six or seven hours 
further time to convince, the twelfth. That gentleman's understanding 
seems hard to reach. 


It is strange that so many jurymen manifest such a strong dis- 


position to give criminals the benefit of imaginary doubts. 
They 


quibble with common sense and the plain facts to satisfy a conscience 
that never becomes aggressively insistent till justice has some scound- 
rel by the heels. 
• 


A thief is always a -liar. That has been an. incontrovertible prop- 


osition in all ages. Zimmerman was a twice-convicted thief. Yet two 
of the jurymen were inclined to take his word-given to shield himself 
from punishment against the testimony, strongly corroborated, of two 
reputable citizens who had no earthly object in convicting an innocent 
man. 


It is fortunate that the neurotic self-questioning of flabby-minded 


jurors did not cause a miscarriage of justice in this case, but the tenac- 
ity with which they hung to mental irresolution is one of the things 
that lead many thoughtful men to despair of the jury system.

These threads are'sald to : make a very 
good fabric when woven and can easily 
be dyed. It is expected that they will 
be manufactured on a. large scale and 
come into 
competition with imported 
cotton.

I happened to be asked bv the He- 
rew Women s Association of Boston 
o put before them the facts and flg- 
ires proving that women occupied in 
mrsuits that require a certain stand- 
rd of dwelling place, of dress and 
ood rathei above that of women oc- 
~upied in manual and mechanical pur- 
ults might secure these necessities of 
fe in this city at an annual cost of 
rom $250 to J300 each if there could 
be found three or flve nomen who 
would co-operate and share and share 
alike in the necessary work 


I put befoie the association the dif- 


ferent facts in the cost of living, rating 
the cost of clothing computed on a 
period of four years, or at a. minimum 
of ?260 or $65 a year or at a more 
reasonable estimate of $340 or $85 a 
year, stating how the extreme econ- 
omy of $65 could be attained 


The statement limited to an esti- 


mate of only $65 without the'ontext, 
has caused a good deal of discussion, 
much criticism and has brought out a 
good deal of sustaining evidence 


The only reason why men probably 


spend less than women on dress is due 
to the fact that it la not good form 


for a man to become conspicuous In 
his dress, while in some classes of so- 
clptj the more conspicuous a woman 
becomes by the use of color and tex- 
ture the more well dressed she is as- 
sumed to be 


This may be true if she knows* how 


to dress in good taste, but quite the 
reverse when a woman without taste 
becomes conspicuous for the eitrava- 
gance of her dress and her display of 
jewelry, which often creates a doubt 
In the mind of men whether she be- 
longs to the beau-monde or the demi- 
monde 


Men suffer from a serious disability 


m being deprned the use of color In 
this, as in many c'-her directions, the 
time has come to organize men's clubs 
for the discussion of men's rights and 
equal opportunities 


What man has not a craving for 


color' What better evidence of this 
desire to decorate themselves in color 
than is found In the processions of the 
Masons, the Odd Fellows, the Knights 
of Pythias, and other such bodies. If 
men were not shackled by conven- 
tional rules In dress does anyone doubt 
that they would be as extravagant as 
women 
Diamond shirt studs, scarf 


pins and finger rings, vulgar in men, 
admired often when worn by women-- 
why this discrimination' 


Now what Is extravagance' I was 


once asked to give a talk before a wo- 
man's club on what constitutes lux- 
ury—about as puzzling as the present 
problem I took as an example a wo- 
man's hat. The object of a hat is to 
cover and protect the head from ex- 
posure to weather, the bonnets of the 
women belonging to the 
Salvation 


Army meeting these conditions per- 
fectly. 


Why not take off the letters, leave 


the blue ribbon, and then you have an 
absolute standard of a useful hat Why 
is not anything beyond this a luxury' 
I can find no logical reply to this ques- 
tion. 


If a woman can clothe herself 
in 


comfort, making a good appearance, 
suitable to the vocations that I have 
named, at a cost we will say of $80 
year (a standard easily attained), Is 
not any expenditure beyond that sum 
an extravagance' What logical reply 
can be made to this question' 


What, then, is extravagance In wo- 


man's dress' The only logical reply Is 
by the standard of the bonnet of the 
woman of the Salvation Army, If the 
mere saving of money is the object 
of living and is not compulsory 
But 


this problem may only be solved con- 
sistently with'1 the comprehension of 
the true motive of life of each woman 


and correlatlvely of each man. 


The Ignorant rich of vulgar aim will 


flaunt the finery in personal display, 
not only in dress, but in all the acts 
of life, offering very bad example* to 
the tgnoranf and the poor, who, la 
their effort to emulate them, waste 
their substance in tawdry flnery of the 
same type and not less vulgar than 
the costly finery of the ignorant rich. 


The paradox comes in at this point. 


The women who possess the Intelli- 
gence and faculty 
to supply 
their 


wants at this low cost in money, may 
be assured by the application of the 
same Intelligence and faculty co large 
an Income that they will not be com- 
pelled to practice such cloje economy 
In the cost of living unless other* are 
dependent upon them. 


On the other hand, tho*e who need 


to practice intelligent economy the 
most and to apply the strictest rule in 
the cost of living because of their 
small earnings, have not the faculty 
to practice true spending of their lim- 
ited incomes 
If they had they would 


be able to earn more. 


There is more need of instruction In 


spending than in saving money, not 
only among the poor, but among the 
prosperous, and to that end my facts 
and figures were put before the He- 
brew Association

DROPS WISE WORDS 


NEW YORK, June 15.—Battling Nel- 


son, 
"nearly" champion lightweight of 


the world, is in New York. 


One has to so back a long way to 


flnd .a champion whom Nelson resembles 
In appearance, namely to Billy Edwards. 
The toy is of the same lean, spare, win' 
build, the greyhound type of physique 
that never puts on superfluous flesh. He 
has. too, the high forehead, the heavy 
Brows and big. bony eye-sockets that 
characterize Edwards' face, though the 
eyes are not quite so deep-set. 


HIS WEIGHT. 


Asked about his weight, Nelson said: 
"The-clothes 
and 
shoes weigh ten 


pounds. I was 120 pounds in the Turkish 
bath after rcy last fight, and allowing 
one pound for 'what I lost going six 
rounds, I went into the ring at 130." 


Nelson's left ear is greatly swollen by 


reason of the many blows that have been 
landed on it. 
He cannot raise his !«ft 


arm further than shoulder high, so that 
it is' impossible for him to guard against 
the right-hand punches of the enemy. 


"How do you taie care of yourself!" 


was asked him. 


RUSH INTO.'EM. 


"Just rush Into 'em 
and duck ray 


head a little- to the right," he replied. 
"Of course I raise my left shoulder some 
to guard the jaw, but at that I twist the 
jaw around to the right out of harm's 
way. 
Then, if they like, they can pounJ 


the side ,of :.the head. That hurts their 
fists more than it Hurts ray skull." 


"How did you hurt your left arm?" 
"Broke the .elbow in one 'of my flrst 


fights," Nelson replied. '.'I was blocking 
a right swing for the ribs. The .fellow 
was wearing' stiff, heavy bandages in- 
side his gloves, and he chipped a. piece 
on the end of my elbow. I had it ex- 
amined by Dr.'Muller,- the .great surgeon, 
who came over here to assist Professor 
Ixirenz. -He says it won't bother me 
as long as I don't try to raise the left 
arm too . high or try to punch straight 
with it. . I .can hook with it all right, 
though, and. I - can nearly . always hook 
it into a fellow's ribs."

AS AN EXAMPLE. 


In view of the great handicap of this 


half-crippled left arm, Nelson's long. list 
of victories is all the more remarkable. 
Sunday school teachers can find in Mm 
an excellent text on the value of per- 
sistence in winning success, no matter 
how. great the obstacles in the way. 
In- 


cidertally Nelson has never tasted . tJ- 
cobol or tobacco. 


"And I'm never going to touch them," 


ha says. "I've got a few thousands In 
the. bank and my father and mother 
have five nice houses .now to collect 
rents from. 
I'm going home in a weak 


or so—pretty near my first visit in two 
years. Then I'm going to San Franciico 
to meet Brltt.
